INTERESTING SPEECH 
AT Y.NLC.A. SUPPER 

Reverend Mark John Levy 
Speaks on Eternal Hell 

Close to one hundred students at- 
tended last night's supper at Strath- 
cona Hall. The purpose of the gath- 
ering was to inaugurate the Bible 
.Study CourBce ollered by the Mc- 
Gill Y.M.C.A. this winter. 

The chairman for the evening wus 
W. M. Birks, a governor of the Un- 
iversity" and a member of the Y.M.I-'. 
A. Advisory committee. With him 
at the head of the table were: — 
Dean Adams, Dean Hill, Pr.nclpnl 
Scrimlgeor, Prof. Turner, Prof. Arm- 
strong, , Prof. Caldwell and Dr. John- 
son of American I'resbyterian church. 

The chairman read a letter from 
Principal Peterson expressing regret 
at his inability to be present. 

Following the opening remarks of 
the chairman, the speaker of tlu 
evening, the Rev. Mark John Uevy, 
Was introduced. The Rev. Mr. Ijcvy, 
who is a Christianized Jew, spoke on 



the Significance of Hebrew words. 
He showed how n knowledge of the 
actual Hebrew helped immensely In 
an accurate interpretation of the 
Bible. He said that the orthodox 
Jew demanded even an accurate pro- 
nunciation of all the words read in a 
synagogue. 

The speaker then went on to give 
his personal views on the Trinity 
Eternal Hell, etc. "Bternal Hell," 
he Baid, "was a craving to see God, 
and being left in utter (spiritual) 
darkness. The great sin of the world 
was crookedness." 

The second speaker was Mr. Ken. 
Biiwie. He made an appeal for Bible 
study on two counts, that of the 
culture to be obtained, and secondly 
for its intrinsic worth. 

Other speakers were Mr. W. H. 
Henderson, B.A., Dr. Johnson, and 
C. K. Calhoun, of the Y.M.C.A. 'b In- 
ternational Committee. These ir.en 
outlined the courses which they in- 
tended to lead.
